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The examiner of record has carefully reviewed the comments presented in the 
Response received on December 14, 2004 and very respectfully disagrees with 
applicant's conclusions. The examiner notes for the record that in the previous Office 
Action a full reasoning as to the interpretation of the term "transient" was provided for 
applicant's review and comment. The After Final Response does not appear to take the 
examiner's interpretation of the term "transient" into consideration. This interpretation is 
very important since independent claim 19 does not disclose a specific numerical value 
for the pressure in question. Accordingly, the examiner invites applicant to provide the 
necessary explanations to rebut the examiner's interpretation in an RCE. 

Concerning claims 19, 30, 44, and 45, the applicant states that the fluid is 
pressurized to a degree capable of piercing tissue at the fluid source. However, the 
specification of this application clearly demonstrates that the distal tip of the catheter is 
the only part in said catheter capable of "piercing tissue". Therefore, there is absolutely 
no support for describing the pressure at the source to be "capable of piercing tissue" 
since the source, as defined in the specification, is totally incapable of performing a 
piercing function.
